date the strike began, is obtainable

days ago. The situation is growing 
more serious daily. 


Locomotives are'the first to feel 


the lack of the constant care of the 
shopmen, and the result has been 
the 'delayed trains. 


The most serious aspect of

situation is the announcement at the 
rig four brotherhoods that when the 
condition- of the 'locomotives 
and 


cars deteriorates to the point where 
they consider it dangerous to op- 
erate them, trains will not be moved.
